DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a pivoting fluid 
conduit joint comprising: a socket, a ball disposed in the socket, a trunnion joining the 
ball and socket; and a one way socket having: a stepped sleeve, a brake housing fixed 
to the socket, a tapered slot formed by the brake housing and the stepped sleeve, a 
cylinder disposed in the tapered slot, and a spring located in the wide end of the tapered 
slot to urge the cylinder toward the narrow end of the tapered slot.
